Manifest Description of Tape and Written Documents b7D 
The written documents are too meager for any detailed analysis. However, . bTE 


they, like the tape, show no apparent signs of attempt at disguise. As 

with the tape, the style of communication is telegraphic-like and laconic 

in style. The composition of the notes is untidy if not sloppy. The first 
person pronoun is peculiarly rendered and although not within the normal 
methodology of the Psycholinguistic methods is worthy of remark for its 
psychological implications. Punctuation is variable and uneducated in style. 
Vocabulary is low level and frequently draws upon argot forms. 


The recording evidences fluent but slow speech free of defect. There are 
numerous pauses but a striking absence of hesitation vocalizations. At one 
point between the words "...they['il] never listen" and "...at the rate I'm 
going...", there is an obvious spike voltage on the tape consistent with 

the effect of a physical interruption of the recording. Its origin, and 

the rather high level of white noise present on the tape, cannot be deter- 
mined due to the copying. 


There are clear sounds of respiration which imply the use of a hand held 
microphone positioned quite close to the mouth. The absence of overmedula- 
tion distortion, in turn, suggests the intervention of automatic gain con—- 
trol circuitry commonly found on moderately to higher priced tape recorders. 
No attempt was made in connection with this report to ascertain the bias 
frequencies or spectral characteristics of that machine since, again, the 
material in hand is at least a second generation copy. 


The noisy character of the breath inspirations and their shortened period- 
ieity suggest the possibility of lowered vital lung capacity associated 
with a heavy smoker. In addition, there are signs of vocal fold "fry" 
associated with irritation. The fundamental pitch appears to be somewhat 
lower than that which would be associated with the natural period of the 
fold length; i.e., the habitual pitch is lower than the natural pitch. 
Such attempt at compensation for a naturally higher pitched voice suggests, 
in turn, that UNSUB is of slight to avera: 
build. 
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The recording was apparently made in a relatively noise~free environment 
and does not evidence reflective reverberation effects; i.e., one in 
which there are many sound absorbing objects as in a furnished room. 

If the tape gap was not the result of police censoring, the character 

of the noise associated with that gap suggests a mechanical shut-off 
rather than the sort of circuit-breaking switch normally located on the 
microphone. 


The only self-revelatory clue offered by UNSUB in the phrase, "The only 
time they came near catching me " occurs in a context which my exper- 
ience indicates to be subterfuge. It is my judgment that the UNSUB is 
attempting to misdirect the authorities back to his earlier activities 
near Chapeltown. I am not familiar with the geographies of the area in 
question, but would be led to infer from the conéiusion of subterfuge 
that UNSUB does not reside or have associations in this area. 


The speech phrasing of the recording is consistent with extemporaneous 
rendition rather than reading from a prepared script. In turn, such 
absence of preparation implies the absence of compulsiveness also re- 
flected in the written compositions. 


Demographic Profile of UNSUB 

Based upon an analysis of the content, style and voice characteristics 
of the tape recording, it is my opinion that the UNSUB is a high school 
educated, average intelligence, Caucasian male between the ages of 25 
and 35. I am not sufficiently familiar with UK dialects to hazard a 
conclusion regarding birthplace ‘except to observe that the dialect is 
provincial in character and consistent with one who has resided in a re- 
stricted locality for most of his life. 


Psychological Profile of UNSUB’ 

The most salient aspect of the recotding is that of the flattened to de— 
pressive affect which consistently marks the speech of this UNSUB. There 
is clear contact with reality and orientation with respect to person, 
place and circumstance. As is often the case with multiple murderers, 
the clinical picture is complex. There are clear signs of self~aggrandize— 
ment but an absence of hallucinatory or psychotically bizarre delusional 
mechanisms. There are none of the signs of personality disintegration or 
disorganization in ideation which would warrant a diagnosis of psychosis. 
Nonetheless, the manifest symptomology implies a diagnosis of schizo— 
affective disorder or alternatively the syndrome which has been described 
as pseudo-psychopathic schizophrenia. 


Manifestly, there is suicidal ideation, withdrawal and alienation which 
generally is associated with schizo-affective disorders. Such individuals 
typically lead isolated, asocial lives. They form no close relationships, 
consider themselves to be superior to others, are suspicious, secretive, 
do not use intoxicants, never publicly display emotions and avoid social 
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contacts by presenting the persona of a quiet; pleasant, unremarkable, 
ordinary individual. They frequently seek employment which requires 
work in the evening hours. They often are drawn to police or secutity 
work as a means of acting out their sado-masochistic fantasies. 


In many ways, this case and the UNSUB profile parallel that of the self- 
sey ed Tr it ott be expected that 
this UNSUB has had a history of distorted or broken family relationships 
in which the mother was abused by the father but who in turn psychologic— 
ally abused and dominated the UNSUB. 


Conflicted by the "double=bind" of loving and hating their parents, they 
seek to act out their hostilities through the .rationalizations of moral 
indignation and compulsion. Unlike[_ sd however, this UNSUB ap— 
parently is not attempping to use the rationalization of mental disorder. 
This and the different means employed in ithe homicides are probably due 
to the cultural milieu of the:respective criminals, 


The only average intellect displayed by this UNSUB and the absence of 
compulsive defense mechanisms imply that he does not employ elaborate or 
convoluted planning in the execution of his crimes. His murderous out- 
bursts are undoubtedly spontaneous acts against targets of opportunity. 
Thus, it is not likely that he extensively pre-plans his acts, keeps his 
intended victims under surveillance or is acting out some encrypted pat- 
tern of locales, victim names, citcumstances, or other such compulsive 
manifestations. 


It is reasonably clear that this UNSUB is defending against his. knowledge 
of the wrongfulness of his acts by assuming that he will be apprehended 
and that he will punish himself, ultimately, by teking his own life. In 
my opinion, the latter is merely a rationalization which the UNSUB will 
not put into action. So long as the UNSUB can move the sordidness of 
his acts to the abstract levél of a "game" he is playing out with the 
authorities, he will successfully compensate for his self-loathing. 


Such speculation suggests that the extensive publicity afforded to the 
search for the killer, although of clear investigatory value, also serves 
to support such compensatory defenses on the part of the UNSUB. In my 
opinion, this UNSUB's vulnerability is in the area of the depressive re- 
actions which I have detected. The published profiles, which UNSUB un- 
doubtedly collects and pores over, have not attempted to play upon UNSUB's 
moodiness or depressive episodes. Since killing for this UNSUB is em- 
ployed as compensation and a distraction from his inadequacies, stress 

on this manifest behavior only serves to bolster the defense. 


Such individuals rarely, if ever, seek out psychiatric help although they 
may seek medical assistance for complaints of insomnia and gastro~ 
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intestinal problems, They typically avoid the self-medication of licit 
or illicit mood-altering drugs. (Parentheticalily, the extremeness of 
the affect distertion manifest in the recording almost reminds one of 
the effects of phenothiazine therapy. But I reject this interpretation 
in favor of its account on the basis of the offered diagnosis.) 


In my opinion, this UNSUB will communicate with the authorities again 
and will continue to murder until apprehended. I do not see any basis 
for the hope that UNSUB will disintegrate into severe psychosis, commit 
suicide, give himself up to the authorities or adopt compensatory de- 
fenses which would ameliorate his actions.

A bobby walks his lonely beat in Bradford in the heart of the drab and disreputable urban hinterlands that are the Ripper's killing ground. 
Despite the best efforts of more than 250 Investigators and over $6 million, the murderer continues to evade the polic: 


common derelicts of the reeking tenements, 
the network of sinister courts and alleys that 
made up the Whitechapel slums. 

But this body was dreadfully different. In 
the light of his lamp, Police Constable Neil saw 
that her neck had been severed down to the 
vertebrae. And when, later, the body was ex- 
posed for examination in the local mortuary, 
Dr. Ralph Lleweliyn. the police surgeon, dis- 
covered that she had been virtually disembow- 
eled. She was Mary Ann Nichols, a 42-year- 
old prostitute, and she was the first victim of 
Jack the Ripper. 

Today Jack the Ripper and his bloody ex- 
ploits are still legendary. Books, plays, TV fea- 
tures and films have been written about him: 
numerous theories, credible and bizarre, have 
been propounded as to his identity. And the 90- 
odd years that have transformed the slums 
through which he stalked his prey have done 
nothing to mitigate the atavistic horror of his 
unsolved but unforgotten crimes. 

But now he has a rival. Early on the misty 
FRorning of October 30, 1975, a milkman and 

his brother were on their rounds in the seedy 
Chapeltown area of Leeds, the largest city in 
the Wesi Riding of Yorkshire in the north of 
England. They glimpsed through the fog what 
they thought at first was a bundle of sodden 
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rags dumped on the fringes of a playing fieid. 
Seconds later they were gazing in horror at 
the battered and mutilated body of a woman. 
She proved to be Mrs. Wilma McCann, the 28- 
year-old mother of four children, who was liv- 
ing apart from her husband and who had set 


_ out from home the previous evening to seek 


the lights, the warmth and the male company 
of her favorite city pubs. Wilma McCann was 
the first victim of Yorkshire’s Jack the Ripper. 
With her death began a new legend, a modern 
saga of death and horror that four years and 
12 murders later may still not be at an end. 

It is unlikely that the Yorkshire Ripper con- 
sciously models himself on his Victorian coun- 
terpart, but given the potency of the legend, it 
was probably inevitable that he should sign 
himself Jack the Ripper in the taunting let- 
ters he has sent to the police and that the press 
and public should confer on him from the first 
the same sobriquet of horror. After all, their 
primary compulsion is the same; they are in- 
deed blood brothers. 

Like his predecessor, the modern Ripper 
prowls the drab, unsalubrious streets of the 
city fringes seeking prostitutes to murder and 
mutilate, Almost certainly he uses a similar 
method, first stunning his victim with a blunt 
weapon {the Victorian Ripper probably used 


asphyxiation), then later using a sharp cutting 
instrument to inflict on the body his distinc- 
tive trademarks of hatred and contempt. Like 
his mentor he gets his sexual release from kilt 
ing and mutilation—not from rape. 


ut there are differences as well as 
similarities. The Victorian Ripper 
confined his operations to an area of 
about a quarter of a square mile in 
Whitechapel. The modern Ripper, al- 
most certainly traveling by carorvan 
and with the freedom of the north- 
ern motorways, has a somewhat larger parish 
of death. All the 12 murders attributed to htm 
have taken place in six industrial towns and 
cities in northern England: four in Leeds, three 
in Bradford, two in Manchester, one in Pres- 
ton, one in Halifax and one in Huddersfield. in 
addition, there have been four murderous at- 
tacks on women in Keighley, Halifax, Bradford 
and Leeds, in which the victims have survived 
but, because of the suddenness of the assault 
and the appalling injuries suffered, have been 
unable to give the police enough information 
tolead them to the assailant. 
The social, political and economic differ- 
ences between the north and the south of Eng- 
land are remarkable for so small a a+ 


Constable George Oldfield heads the inquiry from his office in Wakefield. For the 56-year-old inspector, the hunt has become a personal 
crusade, Last fall he recetved thts gibing note, signed with a macabre reference to the Ripper’s predilection for killing prostitute: 


country, and to many people in the south the 
twilight areas of the great northern conurba- 
tions are as alien a territory as was Victorian 
Whitechapel to the prosperous middle classes 
of Belgravia. The north, dependent as it is on 
large-scale manufacturing industries—wool, 
cotton, steel and shipbuilding—has suffered 
more than the south from economic decline. 
Unemployment is rife, the death and infant 
mortality rates are higher than in the more 
prosperous south, and fewer of the children 
go on to higher education. The people are by 
tradition sturdily independent, plainspoken, 
immensely hospitable, and they enjoy some of 
the most magnificent scenery in Britain. The 
cultural life is a great deal more vigorous, 
particularly musically, than the south is apt 
tosuppose, 

But the twilight areas of the cities, blighted 
by recession, poverty and the urban redevel- 
opment that only too often substitutes tower 
blocks for living, self-supportive communities, 
are as natural a territory for the modern Rip- 
per as were the slums of east London to his pre- 
decessor. Poverty is relative. The professional 
and semiprofessional prostitutes who fell vic- 
tim to the Yorkshire Ripper had no need to so- 
licit for the price of a bed in a stinking doss 
house nor to save their children from hunger. 
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But they probably found their life as much of 
a daily struggle as did Mary Ann Nichols and 
had just as great a need for the excitement of 
bright lights, the noisy camaraderie of the pub, 
the solace of drink. 

The Victorian Ripper moved out of the gas- 
lit murkiness and killed at most seven women, 
more probably five, over a period of 10' weeks 
between August and November 1888. The 
Yorkshire Ripper, whose toil of 12 puts him 
easily at the head of modern mass murderers 
in Britain, has been at his gruesome work for 
almost four years. His calendar of murder 


stretches from October 30, 1975, toSeptember - 


2, 1979, with two unexplained and possibly 
significant periods of about a year each when 
he was mysteriously quiescent. 

The Victorian Ripper was hunted by the 
Criminal Investigation Department of the Met- 
ropolitan Police, formed only 10 years earlier 
after a series of notorious corruption trials. It 
was undermanned, ill-equipped, lacking pub- 
lic confidence and led by an arrogant, reac- 
tionary and high-handed commissioner, Sir 
Charles Warren, an ex-Army officer who was 
perpetually at odds with the home secretary 
and whose subordinates were more qualified 
to subdue the helots of empire than to inves- 
tigate crime. The modern Ripper is hunted by 
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the cooperative efforts of four efficient and re- 
spected north country forces, chiefly by the 
West Yorkshire Metropolitan Police, in whose 
area most of the murders have taken place. 


he inquiry is headed by Assistant 
Chief Constable George Oldfield, 
holder of the Queen's Police Medal, 
whose commitment tothe case is ab- 
solute and for whom the hunt for the 
Ripper has become a personal cru- 
sade. Oldfield is the type of officer 
whom the public and his own men best un- 
derstand. His strengths lle in the traditional 
policing qualities—dedication, patience, per- 
sistence and the ability to sustain morale 
through the weariness of disappointing years. 
He is a heavily built, gray-haired man with 
a strong, uncompromising face, a slightly 
beaked nose, skin that is blotched with tired- 
ness, and wary eyes that have looked on too 
much evil. He looks like a countryman, a pros- 
perous farmer or a small-town bank manager, 
but one to whom the feckless or evasive would 
be ill-advised to apply for aloan. 

Police officers retire early, and, at 56, Old-

urder in England is still happily 
an uncommon crime. The crim- 
inal statistics for 1978 thatcover 
England and Wales (Scotland 
has its own and different crim- 
inal justice system) show a total 

of 485 offenses recorded as ho- 
micide, that is illegal killing, of which 59 were 
j the killing of children under five years of age. 
The commonest method used was stabbing or 
cutting with a sharp instrument; the Ripper 
made his contribution to these 164 cases. The 
next four commonest methods were hitting or 
kicking to death (92 victims), strangulation or 
asphyxiation (79), use of a blunt instrument 
(57) and shooting (35). That only 35 people 
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were killed by shooting is a measure of the ef- 
fectiveness of the law against the possession 
of firearms and the reinforcement of the view 
held by both the police and the public that the 
routine arming of the police could only encour- 
age an increase in the use of arms by profes- 
stonal criminals and the consequent risk that 
innocent bystanders could be caught in the 
crossfire. 

What is particularly interesting is that in 


~ 356 cases of the 485, the victim was related to 


or known to the suspect, being often a hus- 
band, wife or cohabitant. Murder in real life, 
unlike fictional murder, is frequently domes- 
tic, sordid). pathetic and neither unusually in- 
teresting from the forensic or legal aspect nor 
particularly difficult to solve. Often, especially 
when it is a domestic murder, the killing is fol- 
lowed by the suicide of a suspect. 

But homicide by a person unknown to the 
victim, particularly mass murder and sex 
crime, presents the police with different and 
far more intractable problems. It is the killer, 
not the police, who has the initiative. He choos- 
es his own time and place to strike. He is a 
faceless, anonymous adversary, linked to 
his victims only by chance, without accom- 
plices, working alone in the darkness, driven 
only by his solitary and dreadful lust. 


ee eee 
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And there are other problems for the po 
lice. The inhabitants of the drab and disrep 
utable urban hinterlands that are the Ripper’s 
killing ground seldom share the middle-class 
view of the police as the deferential servants 
of society, dedicated to the preservation of 
their lives, liberties and property. Their more 
usual attitude is one of wary and prudent sus- 
picion. These are districts in which raised 
voices and curses in the darkness go unregard- 
ed. People do not rush out to investigate a 
scream in the night. Prostitutes who are fright- 
ened by a violent client do not normaily lodge 
a complaint at their local police station. Men 
who consort with streetwaikers are frequently 
reluctant to come forward when information 
is sought. 

And there are the sensitivities of the civil 
liberties movement to consider. The medical 
records of men who have been treated for ve- 
nereal disease are rightly regarded by doctors 
as highly confidential—although such records 
could lead to men who named prostitutes as 
the source of their infection and who might, 
therefore, harbor a pathological hatred for 
such women. 

In June 1977, when the toll of death was 
five prostitutes or, in the words of the police,

She had spent the previous evening with her 
boyfriend in a disco-pub, and they had then 
gone together to his house in the hope that he 
would be able to borrow a car to drive her 
home. The car wasn't available, and after a fur- 
ther short time out together they parted and 
she apparently made the fatal decision to take 
a shorteut home through the Chapeltown red- 
light district. She was struck down in the street 
and her body dragged to the playground and 
dumped there, within a quarter of a mile from 
herhome, 

The women’s movement protested at the 
police and media description of Jayne Mac- 
Donald as the first innocent victim, resenting 
what they saw as the chauvinistic assumption 
that prostitutes, by the choice of their danger- 
ous profession, somehow half deserve their 
fate. And indeed, if some female psychopath 
began striking down the men customers of 
streetwalkers and mistakenly killed a man 
walking home on his lawful business, it is dif- 
ficult to tmagine the police or newspapers writ- 
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ing of the first “innocent” male victim. The 
tradition that a murdered prostitute forfeits 
the tribute of outrage and sympathy paid to 
her virtuous sisters was certainly held by the 
Victorians and dies hard. But the fact remains 
that with the death of Jayne MacDonald, the 
situation changed dramatically. From now on. 
it was enough for the Ripper that the women 
walked alone at night in a district of ill repute.

It is interesting that the punctuation, correct 
in the first sentence, deteriorates at the end of 
the letter, as if the writer's increasing tension 
has made him uncaring. This is a man to 
whom correct punctuation dees not come el- 
ther easily or naturally, who is unitkely to 
work with words. And the way in which he 
has written the date could be significant, 
March 23rd ‘79. The figures seem to have been 
formed with greater assurance than the let- 
ters. The impression gained—and it could be 
no more than a hunch—is that he is accus- 
tomed to writing the date, perhaps on invoic- 
es, order forms or accounts. 

Twelve days after Oldfield received this let- 
ter the Ripper was indeed on the job. Josephine 
Whitaker became his 1 1th victim. 

The police, the psychiatrists advising them, 
and the mass media have frequently described 
the Ripper as a psychopath. It is a convenient 
label, particularly to a generation that has an 
almost prurient distaste for the word “sin.” 
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Perhaps we find some comfort in a belief that 
when wickedness is so appalling that it is al- 
most beyond human comprehension, the per- 
petrator must be mad, categorized as untquely 
set apart from the humanity that he violates. 

Certainly the most notorious sex and mass 
murderers have had a number of psycholog- 
ical traits in common that can provide some 
Kind of mental identikit picture of the York- 
shire Ripper, All have been aggressive, cruel, 
incapable of remorse, totally insensitive to the 
feelings of others, impulsive, with a limited or 
no capacity for human affection or love. Often 
the lust for cruelty and the criminality man- 
ifest themselves early. 

Peter Kiirten of Diisseldorf, perhaps the 
most notorious ofmass murderers and the one 
of whom we know most, was the child ofa bru- 
tal and debauched father and committed hts 
first murder asa teenager. 

Peter Manuel, the British multi-murderer 
who was hanged on July 11, 1958, was first 
found guilty of a serious crime at th ie 
of 12. 

Almost certainly the Yorkshire Rippef 
experienced childhood™tratina;, Has never 
learned to love in the only way humans can 
jJearn, by being himself consistently loved in 
his first, vital years. If he is now in early mid-

He himself has made 25 childrer 
motherless, Some of the mothers were less 
than perfect, but others were deeply caring 
and all were the only real mothers their chil- 
dren will ever know. 


ut none of this psychological surmis- 
ing is particularly helpful to the po- 
lice. They can hardly follow up the 
histories of every deprived, ill-treat- 
ed or institutionalized child during 
the last 30 years. And even if they 
could, there can be no certainty that 
this particular killer follows the same psycho- 
logical pattern. When he ts discovered, as the 
police firmly believe he will be, he may con- 
foundaill our preconceptions. 

Meanwhile the police know a lot about their 
quarry. He is male and he is white. He is un- 
likely to be as young as 20 or as old'as 60, and 
his strength suggests a man in early middle 
age, perhaps between 30 and 45. He is tough 
and strong; not all the bodies were killed where

or bought that record specifically for the pur- 
-pose of taunting George Oldfield, he buys pop 
music. Both facts may be helpful corroborative 
evidence if he is caught; neither is particularly 
helpful in catching him. 

If this were a detective novel, the tracing of 
the record would provide a useful clue, an op- 


+ portunity perhaps for an interesting or amus- 


ingly written scene between the detective hero 
and the shopkeeper. But real life is less 
accommodating. The police have vigorously 
followed up the clue of the pop song, but 
without success. 

But of one fact they feel certain: the man 
who wrote the three letters—two to the police, 
one to the Manchester office of the Daily Mirror 
—also sent the tape, since the handwriting on 
the envelopes is the same. The police believe 
that the letters are genuine, partly because ex- 
pert graphologists have advised that they are 
unlikely to be fakes, but also, apparently, be- 
cause they contain certain information, not re- 
leased to the public, which could be known 
only to the killer. But the possibility must re- 
main that this information could have been a 
lucky guess on the part of a hoaxer, that both 
letters and tape are cruel practical jokes. And 
if this should be so, then the major efforts of 
the police are being misdirected and wasted. 


The police believe that someone some- 
where knows who he is. What is almost tn- 
credible is that such a person should keep 
silent knowing, as he or she must, that 12 
women have died and that others wil! almost 
certainly die, horribly and in terror, unless the 
murderer confesses or is caught. 

“No man is an island, entire of itself; every 
man is a piece of the continent, a part of the 
main.” In a modern industrial society that 
must be physically as well as philosophically 
or theologically true. Even the loneliest, the 
most solitary, the least companionable and the 
most friendless have some contacts with hu- 
man life, with a landlady, with colleagues at 
work, with an employer. Even if he lives alone, 
someone must share a house with him, pass 
him on the stairs, sell him food and petrol, 
work with him or for him, speak to him some- 
time during the day. 

Itis perhaps natural to picture him in a soli- 
tary bed-sitting-room or small flat, living alone, 
opening his tins of soup and baked beans, feed- 
ing his gas fire with tenpenny pieces, brood- 
ing over his obsession, gloating over the toll of 
death, bereavement and misery for which he, 
singte-handed in his cleverness and cunning, 
has alone been responsible. 

But the reality could be very different. He 
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could even be married, a respectable husbar. 
and father, perfectly normal except in this or 
dreadful compulsion—that he gets his kick 
out of killing and mutilating women. And tr 
wife could be totally unsuspicious of the trut}

common derelicts of the reeking tenements, 
the network of sinister courts and alleys that 
made up the Whitechapel slums. 

But this body was dreadfully different. In 
the light of his lamp, Police Constable Neil saw 
that her neck had been severed. down to the 
vertebrae. And when, later, the body was ex- 
posed for examination in the local mortuary, 
Dr. Ralph Liewellyn, the police surgeon, dis- 
covered that she had been virtually disembow- 
eled. She was Mary Ann Nichols, a 42-year- 
old prostitute. and she was the first victim of 
Jack the Ripper. 

Today Jack the Ripper and his bloody ex- 
Ploits are still legendary. Books, plays, TV fea- 
tures and films have been written about him: 
numerous theories, credible and bizarre, have 
been propounded as to his identity. And the 90- 
odd years that have transformed the slums 
through which he stalked his prey have done 
nothing to mitigate the atavistic horror of his 
unsolved but unforgotten crimes. 

But now he has a rival, Early on the misty 
morning of October 30, 1975, a milkman and 
his brother were on their rounds in the seedy 
Chapeltown area of Leeds, the largest city in 
the West Riding of Yorkshire in the north of 
England. They glimpsed through the fog what 
they thought at first was a bundie of sodden 
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rags dumped on the fringes of a playing field. 
Seconds later they were gazing in horror at 
the battered and mutilated body of a woman. 
She proved to be Mrs. Wilma McCann, the 28- 
year-old mother of four children, who was liv- 
ing apart from her husband and who had set 
out from home the previous evening to seek 
the lights, the warmth and the male company 
of her favorite city pubs. Wilma McCann was 
the first victim of Yorkshire's Jack the Ripper. 
With her death began a new legend, a modem 
saga of death and horror that four years and 
12 murders later may still not be atan end. 

itis unlikely that the Yorkshire Ripper con- 
sciously models himselfon his Victorian coun- 
terpart, but given the potency of the legend, it 
was probably inevitable that he should sign 
himself Jack the Ripper in the taunting let- 
ters he has sent to the police and that the press 
and public should confer on him from the first 
the same sobriquet of horror. After all, their 
Primary compulsion is the same: they are in- 
deed blood brothers. 

Like his predecessor, the modern Ripper 
prowls the drab, unsalubrious streets of the 
city fringes seeking prostitutes to murder and 
mutilate. Almost certainly he uses a similar 
method, first stunning his victim with a blunt 
Weapon {the Victorian Ripper probably used 
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art of the drab and disreputable urban hinterlands that are the Ripper's killing ground. 
the murderer continues to evade the police. 


asphyxiation), then later using a sharp cutting 
instrument to inflict on the body his distinc- 
tive trademarks of hatred and contempt. Like 
his mentor he gets his sexual release from kill- 
ing and mutilation—not from rape. 


ut there are differences as well as 
j Similarities. The Victorian Ripper 
confined his operations to an area of 
about a quarter of a square mile in 
Whitechapel. The modern Ripper, al- 
most certainly traveling by car or van. 
* and with the freedom of the north- 
em motorways, has a somewhat larger parish 
of death. All the 12 murders attributed to him 
have taken place in six industrial towns and 
cities in northern England: four in Leeds, three 
in Bradford, two in Manchester, one in Pres- 
ton, one in Halifax and one in Huddersfield. In 
addition, there have been four murderous at- 
tacks on women in Keighley. Halifax, Bradford 
and Leeds, in which the victims have survived 
but, because of the suddenness of the assault 
and the appalling injuries suffered, have been 
unable to give the police enough information 
to lead them to the assailant. 

The social, political and economic differ- 
ences between the north and the south of Eng- 
jJand are remarkable for so small a> 
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country, and to many people in the south the 
twilight areas of the great northern conurba- 
tions are as alien a territory as was Victorian 
Whitechape! to the prosperous middle classes 
of Belgravia. The north, dependent as it is on 
large-scale manufacturing industries—wool, 
cotton, steel and shipbuilding—has suffered 
more than the south from economic decline. 
Unemployment is rife, the death and infant 
mortality rates are higher than in the more 
prosperous south, and fewer of the children 
go on to higher education. The peopie are by 
tradition sturdily independent, plainspoken, 
immensely hospitable, and they enjoy some of 
the thost magnificent scenery in Britain. The 
cultural life is a great deal more vigorous, 
particularly musicaily, than the south is apt 
to suppose. 

But the twilight areas of the cities, blighted 
by recession, poverty and the urban redevel- 
opment that only too often substitutes tower 
blocks for living, self-supportive communities, 
are as natural a territory for the modern Rip- 
per as were the slums of east London tohis pre- 
decessor. Poverty is relative. The professional 
and semiprofessional prostitutes who fell vic- 
tim to the Yorkshire Ripper had no need to so- 
licit for the price of a bed in a stinking doss 
house nor to save their children from hunger. 
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TAME

But they probably found their life as much of 
a daily struggle as did Mary Ann Nichols and 
had just as great a need for the excitement of 
bright lights, the noisy camaraderie of the pub, 
the solace of drink. 

The Victorian Ripper moved out of the gas- 
lit murkiness and killed at most seven women, 
more probably five, over a period of 10 weeks 
between August and November 1888. The 
Yorkshire Ripper. whose toll of 12 puts him 
easily at the head of modern mass murderers. 
in Britain, has been at his gruesome work for 
almost four years. His calendar of murder 
stretches from October 30, 1975. to September 
2, 1979, with two unexplained and possibly 
significant periods of about a year each when 
he was mysteriously quiescent. 

The Victorian Ripper was hunted by the 
Criminal Investigation Department of the Met- 
ropolitan Police, formed only 10 years earlier 
after a series of notorious corruption trials. [t 
was undermanned, ill-equipped, tacking pub- 
lic confidence and led by an arrogant, reac- 
tionary and high-handed commissioner, Sir 
Charles Warren, an ex-Ammy officer who was 
perpetually at odds with the home secretary 
and whose subordinates were more qualified 
to subdue the helots of empire than to inves- 
tigate crime. The modern Ripper is hunted by

fectiveness of the law against the possession 
of firearms and the reinforcement of the view 
held by both the police and the public that the 
routine arming of the police could only encour- 
age an increase in the use of arms by profes- 
sional criminals and the consequent risk that 
innocent bystanders could be caught in the 
crossfire, 

What is particularly interesting is that in 
356 cases of the 485, the victim was related to 
or known to the suspect, being often a hus- 
band, wife or cohabitant. Murder in real life, 
unlike fictional murder, is frequently domes- 
tic, sordid, pathetic and neither unusually in- 
teresting from the forensic or legal aspect nor 
Particularly difficult to solve. Often, especially 
when it is a domestic murder, the killing is fol- 
jJowed by the suicide of a suspect. 

But homicide by a person unknown to the 
victim, particularly mass murder and sex 
crime. presents the police with different and 
far more intractable problems. It ts the killer, 
not the potice, who has the initiative. He choos- 
es his own time and place to strike. He is a 
faceless, anonymous adversary, linked to 
his victims only by chance, without accom- 
plices, working alone in the darkness, driven 
only by his solitary and dreadful lust.

per concentrated on, tn police. parlance, “good-time girts.” 
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And there are other problems for the po- 
lice. The inhabitants of the drab and disrep- 
utable urban hinterlands that are the Rippers 
killing ground seldom share the middie-class 
view of the police as the deferential servants 
of society, dedicated to the preservation of 
their lives, liberties and property. Their more 
usual attitude is one of wary and prudent sus- 
picion. These are districts in which raised 
voices and curses in the darkness go unregard- 
ed. People do not rush out to investigate a 
scream in the night. Prostitutes who are fright- 
ened by a violent client do not normally lodge 
a complaint at their local police station. Men 
who consort with streetwalkers are fi requently 
reluctant to come forward when information 
is sought. 

And there are the sensitivities of the civil 
liberties movement to consider. The medical 
records of men who have been treated for ve- 
nereal disease are rightly regarded by doctors 
as highly confidential—although such records 
could lead to men who named prostitutes as 
the source of their infection and who might, 
therefore, harbor a pathologicat hatred for 
such women. 

in June 1977, when the toll of death was 
five prostitutes or, in the words of the police, 
“good-time girls," {continued on page 74) 
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there was a new and sinister development. The 
Ripper killed his first “innocent victim.” Early 
on the morning of Sunday, June 26, a five-year~ 
old boy playing with a group of children in an 
adventure playground found the battered body 
of a 16-year-old shop girl, Jayne MacDonald. 
She had spent the previous evening with her 
boyfriend in a disco-pub, and they had then 
gone together to his house in the hope that he 
would be able to borrow a car to drive her 
home. The car wasn't available, and after a fur- 
ther short time out together they parted and 
she apparently made the fatal decision to take 
a shortcut home through the Chapeltown red- 
light district. She was struck down in the street 
and her body dragged to the playground and 
dumped there, within a quarter of a mile from 
herhome. 

The women's movement protested at the 
police and media description of Jayne Mac- 
Donald as the first innocent victim. resenting 
what they saw as the chauvinistic assumption 
that prostitutes, by the choice of their danger- 
ous profession, somehow half deserve their 
fate. And indeed, if some female psychopath 
began striking down the men customers of 
streetwalkers and mistakenly killed a man 
walking home on his lawful business. it is dif- 
ficult to imagine the police or newspapers writ- 
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ing of the first “innocent” male victim. The 
tradition that a murdered prostitute forfeits 
the tribute of outrage and sympathy paid to 
her virtuous sisters was certainly held by the 
Victorians and dies hard. But the fact remains 
that with the death of Jayne MacDonald, the 
situation changed dramatically. From now on 
it was enough for the Ripper that the women 
walked alone at night in a district of ill repute. 


© was to claim two further innocent 
victims, neither of these even walk- 
ing in a red-light area. On the night 
4 of April 4. 1979, Josephine Whitaker, 
a 19-year-old clerk, set out to walk 
(0 her home in the gocd-class resi- 
i ential district of Halifax after spend- 
ing the evening with her grandparents. The 
next morning her battered and mutilated body 
was discovered in an area of open parkland. 

In the early hours of the morning of Sep- 
tember 2, 1979, Barbara Leach. a vivacious 
and confident 20-year-old student of Bradford 
University. took a walk alone after an evening 
spent with her university friends and was nev- 
er seen alive by them again. Her huddled body. 
bearing the marks of the Ripper, was found 
by a policeman in a backyard within yards of 
her flat. By the time the murderer had claimed 
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this. his 12th and most recent victim, it was ap 
parent that no woman walking alone at night 
in the northem cities was safe. 

As in the case of the original Jack the Rip- 
per, the police have received letters purporting 
to come from the killer that they believe to be 
genuine. Three were postmarked in Sunder- 
Jand, on the 8th and 13th of March 1978 and 
on March 23, 1979. The second was sent to 
the Daily Mtrror; the others were addressed to 
George Oldfield by name. The greater part of 
the 1979 letter was released by the police as 
part of their publicity campaign. The facsim- 
ile. with a gap where sentences that may later 
provide vital or useful evidence have been de- 
leted, exerts a powerful fascination, as if the 
black spiky letters, which look as if they have 
been heavily scored onto the paper, must yield 
their secret under the concentrated scnutiny 
ofa million eyes and the microscopes of the ex- 
pert graphologists. 

Itreads as follows: 


Dear Officer, 

Sorry I haven't written, about a year to be 
exact, but I haven't been up North for quite a 
while. I wasn't kidding last time I wrote... 
That was last month. so 1 don't know when I 
will get back on the job but 1 know it won't >

It is interesting that the punctuation, correct 
in the first sentence, deteriorates at the end of 
the letter, as if the writer's increasing tension 
has made him uncaring. This is a man to 
whom correct punctuation does not come ei- 
ther easily or naturally, who is unlikely io 
work with words. And the way in which he 
has written the date could be significant, 
March 23rd ‘79. The figures seem to have been 
formed with greater assurance than the let- 
ters. The impression gained—and it could be 
no more than a hunch-is that he is accus- 
tomed to writing the date. perhaps on invoic- 
es, order forms or accounts. 

Twelve days after Oldfield received this let- 
ter the Ripper was indeed on the job. Josephine 
Whitaker became his 11th victim. 

The police, the psychiatrists advising them, 
and the mass media have frequently described 
the Ripper as a psychopath. It is a convenient 
label, particularly to a generation that has an 
almost prurient distaste for the word “sin.” 
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Perhaps we find some comfort in a belief that 
when wickedness is so appalling that it is al- 
most beyond human comprehension, the per- 
petrator must be mad, categorized as uniquely 
set apart from the humanity that he violates. 

Certainly the most notorious sex and mass 
murderers have had a number of psycholog- 
ical traits in common that can provide some 
kind of mental identikit picture of the York- 
shire Ripper. All have been aggressive, cruel, 
incapable of remorse, totally insensitive to the 
feelings of others, impulsive, with a limited or 
no capacity for human affection or love. Often 
the lust for cruelty and the criminality man- 
ifest themselves early. 

Peter Ktirten of Ditsseldorf, perhaps the 
most notorious of mass murderers and the one 
of whom we know most, was the child of a bru- 
tal and debauched father and committed his 
first murder as a teenager. 

Peter Manuel, the British multi-murderer 
who was hanged on July 11, 1958, was first 
found guilty of a serious crime at the age 
of 12, 

Almost certainly the Yorkshire Ripper 
experienced childhood trauma, has never 
learned to love in the only way humans can 
learn, by being himself consistently loved in 
his first, vital years, If he is now in early mid-

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dle age, he may be a casualty of the war. He 
may have lost his mother in childhood. or nev- 
er known her, or been the child of a Prostitute 
brought up by a series of foster parents or in in- 
stitutions. He himself has made 25 children 
motherless. Some of the mothers were less 
than perfect, but others were deeply caring. 
and all were the only reat mothers their chil- 
dren will ever know. 


ut none of this psychological surmis- 
ing is particularly helpful to the po- 
lice. They can hardly follow up the 
ertacs, histories of every deprived, ill-treat- 
gs ed or institutionalized child during 
the last 30 years. And even if they 
could, there can be no certainty that 
this particular killer follows the same psycho- 
logical pattern. When he is discovered. as the 
police firmly believe he will be, he may con- 
found alt our preconceptions. 
Meanwhile the police know a lot about their 
quarry. He is male and he is white. He is un- 
likely to be as young as 20 or as old as 60, and 
his strength suggests a man in early middle 
age, perhaps between 30 and 45. He is tough 
and strong; notall the bodies were killed where 
they were found, and it is known that he re- 
turned to the scene of at least one murder =>

he tape must be unique in the his- 
tory of criminal investigation, not 
because it exists but in the number 
of people who have heard it, It was 
broadcast on local radio and a tele- 
phone service was installed where- 
e by people could ring a special 
number and hear it played and replayed. One 
listens to that flat, unemotiona! volce in an 
intensity of concentration as if to wrench 
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a painstaking “fingertip search” 
connection with this massive manhunt, ie 
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from the words some concrete clue to the 
man’s identity. 

Why couldn't he &et to Bradford? Could he 
bea long-distance Jorry driver with only a lim- 
ited power to alter or determine his schedule? 
And why the implied doubt about the number 
of his victims? Surely he knows how many he 
has killed. Is this an attempt to mislead, or an 
indication that the speaker Senuinely doesn’t 
know the tol, that the tape is a hoax? And if it 
is genuine, how can he be so confident that he 
has left no prints? He may wear ordinary 
gloves when he accosts his victims, but it 
would surely be difficult, cumbersome and 
lme-consuming at that awful moment when 
every second must count, to mutilate the bod- 
ies wearing woolen or leather Bloves. Does he 
perhaps wear under thema Pair of membrane- 
thin surgical gloves? Is he a male nurse. a 
hospital or laboratory technician, a man 
who is used to protective clothing and can 
work with gloved hands, swiftly, skillfully 
and unencumbered? 

The tape ends with a snatch of a Pop song: 
“Thank you for being a friend.” an incongru- 
ous finale that is more chilling even than the 
speech. So we know two minor facts about 
him: he owns or has access to a tape recorder 
and a record player, and, unless he chose > 
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an informant tocreate the composite photograph in the inset above. The picture has been distributed widely—with no results.

er bought that record specifically for the pur- 
pose of taunting George Oldfield, he buys pop 
music. Both facts may be helpful corroborative 
evidence if he is caught; neither is particularly 
helpful in catching him. 

If this were a detective novel, the tracing of 
the record wouid provide a useful clue, an op- 
Portunity perhaps for an interesting or amus- 
ingly written scene between the detective hero 
and the shopkeeper. But real life is less 
accommodating. The police have vigorously 
followed up the clue of the Pop song, but 
without success. 

But of one fact they feel certain: the man 
who wrote the three leiters—two to the police, 
one to the Manchester office of the Daily Mirror 
~also sent the tape, since the handwriting on 
the envelopes is the same. The police believe 
that the letters are genuine, partly because ex- 
pert graphologists have advised that they are 
unlikely to be fakes, but also. apparently, be- 
cause they contain certain information, not re- 
leased to the public, which could be known 
only to the killer. But the possibility must re- 
main that this information could have been a 
lucky guess on the part of a hoaxer, that both 
letters and tape are cruel Practical jokes. And 
if this should be so, then the major efforts of 
the police are being misdirected and wasted.

The police believe that someone some- 
where knows who he is. What is almost in- 
credible is that such a Person should keep 
silent knowing, as he or she taust, that 12 
women have died and that others will almost 
certainly die, horribly and in terror, unless the 
murderer confesses or is caught. 

“No man is an island, entire of itself; every 
man is a piece of the continent, a part of the 
main.” In a modern industrial society that 
Must be physically as well as philosophically 
or theologically true. Even the loneliest, the 
most solitary, the least companioriable and the 
most friendless have some contacts with hu- 
man life, with a landlady. with colleagues at 
work, with an employer. Even if he lives alone, 
someone must share a house with him, Pass 
him on the stairs, sell him food and petrol, 
work with him or for him, speak to him some- 
time during the day. 

It is perhaps natural to picture him ina soli- 
tary bed-sitting-room or small flat, living alone, 
opening his tins of soup and baked beans, feed- 
ing his gas fire with tenpenny pieces, brood- 
ing over his obsession, @loating over the toll of 
death, bereavement and misery for which he, 
single-handed in his cleverness and cunning, 
has alone been responsible.

could even be married, a respectable husband 
and father, perfectly normal except in this one 
dreadful compulsion—that he gets his kicks 
out of killing and mutilating women. And his 
wife could be totally unsuspicious of the truth. 


7 hen the sadistic mass murder- 
er Peter Kiirten confessed to 
his wife so that she could col- 
lect the reward by giving him 
<3 Up, he found it almost impos- 
ee sible to convince her that he 
= was a killer. It is said that he 
described the details to her while they were 
out together having a meal. Not surprisingly, 
she was too sickened to be able to finish her 
food; Kiirten, disliking waste, ate it for her. 

Perhaps there are some suspicions so 
dreadful that the mind refuses fully to ac- 
knowledge them. Perhaps the Ripper's wife or 
family are too frightened of him or too 
ashamed to come forward. Dreadful crimes 
have been committed and condoned in the 
name of social respectability. 

But is there somewhere a woman who lies 
rigid beside him at night in the darkness, 
wondering? And if there is, how jong will 
it be before she has the courage to reach
